“* Away out of the world and up in Vermont, ” 
are many spots of beauty, where the foot-prints 
of nature can still be seen, unmarred by the i im- 
provements of man, The grdnd old woods still 

linger about the Green Mountains, and’ the mon- 
archs of the forest “still hold, tulé in many a 
shady dell, and on many a mountain side. The 
The sparkling springs are not all yet forced into 
iron pipes, from ‘their very fountain heads, nor 
do all the busy, gladsome brooks, yet toil at the 
groaning wheel. Nature still remains natural in 
‘the immediate vicinity of our mountains, i. 
day’s ramble i in the woods is a possibility, without 
‘encountering aught to remind one of the presence 
of man on the earth. , 

In no spot in Vermont are there more attrac- 
tions for one who loves the beauty and the gran- 
deur of nature, and natural scenery, than can be 
found around Mansfield Mountain. ; 


Leaving the Vermont Central Railroad at Wa- 
terbury, a good plank road leads to the center of 
Stowe, some six or seven miles from the ‘summit 

of ‘* Old Mansfieldy’” At’*« the Center” are two 
good public houses, containing all things needful 
for the sojourner. Then for the mountain.’ It is
